RATES 


‘Somebody should tel] us’. 
These are the words of Select- 
man Francis J Hagerty, refer- 
ring to the new rete schedules 


of the Reading Municipal Light. 


‘Reading changes its sched- 
ules, It doesn’t tel] the Wilm 
ington Board of Selectmen a- 
bout it. It doesn’t tell the 
newspaper anything. It doesn’t 
tell the people of Wilmington 
any thing!’ 

Mr Haverty was referring to 
the changes that were made in 
Sept. Ist. ‘I still don’t know 
what is going on - all I hear 
is rumors’ he said. ‘Perhaps 
it is a good thing, and per- 
haps it isn’t, but aren’t the 
people of Wilmington entitled 
to know?" 

The new schedule, which was 
published in the Reading 
Chronicle on August 23rd elim- 
inates the 19% discount which 
formerly was a feature of the 
bills of this company. It is 
designed to spread the elec- 
tricity demand of homes, as 
much as possible into a period 
which is different from the 
industrial demand period. Part 
of this program has been ap- 
parant in Wilmington during 
the past few days, as employ- 
ees of the Reading Municipal 
Light Company have been in- 
stalling time clock devices 
on electric hot water heaters. 
Some people estimate that this 
should save the home owner who 
heats his water by electricity 
about $1.50 a month, 

Residents of Reading are re- 
ported to be not too happy a- 
bout the new schedule, pre- 
sumable because they believe 
that Reading and the other 
three towns served wil] now 
all have the same rates.

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TEACHERS SALARIES 


Still unsolved in Wilmington is the problem of 
teachers salaries, a problem that neither the 
teachers nor school committee wishes to become 
acute, but which they are both resolved shall 
have a solution that is satisfactory to them. 

It will be remembered that the Town Meeting 
failed (or refused) to vote a sum of $2500 for 
@ dependents allowance for teachers with famil- 
des. There has been discussion since then, with 
teachers having apparantly ea 100% agreement in 
their position that this money should be paid, 
and the school committee agreeing to back up 
the teachers, even into the courts if necessary. 
The trouble might by said to stem from a vote 
of the town, back in, it is believed 1947. At 
that time the town vcted on a referendum to 
adopt a "single salary schedule'’, by which it 
is meant that the same salary applies to men 
and women teachers. There is some question as 
to the legality of that referendum because of a 
technical point. 

The single salary schedule sounds fine, but 
school systems now are finding that married men 
are loathe to remain as teachers, when they can 
get more pay elsewhere, especially those men 
who could go into the scientific laboratories. 
Wilmington's problem is small, compared to some 
ather tows and cities, but Wilmington's answer

least the answer of the Wilmington 
Committee) was to vote a Dependency Al- 
lowance, whereby a teacher who had others than 
himself to support would get a small increase 
over the "single salary schedule”. 

members of the Finance Committee take_a very 
dim view of the Dependency ‘Allowance. gome of 
them say that it is merely a reward for pro- 
creation, and that no college degrees are need- 
ed for that activity. 

The Town Manager, too, is against this type of 
pay, for about the same reasons. He is, however 
of the opinion that teachers should be paid 
every cent that it is possible to pay them. He 
feels that the more pay that is offered, the 
more the town will benefit from the attraction 
of a better class of teachers. (One out of town 
newspaperman, who apparantly didn't know what 
he was talking about stated that Courtney was 
against pay raises of any sort for teachers. 
He was wrong). 

Wilmington's troubles, while small in nature, 
are similar to those of other towns and cities, 
which are now being reported in the daily news- 
papers. Boston's School Committee, for instance 
has had several night sessions recently, while 
the problem of the single salary schedule was 
debated. The resulting vote, an increase in pay 
for certain classes of teachers, doesn't seem 
to have pleased anyone. The Teacher's Alliance 
called it "the most chaotic salary schedule in 
the United States". 

Our Town Manager has been talking privately 
saying that he favored "merit raises" as being 
the fairest method of promoting fair pay for 
teachers. On the surface there is much to rec- 
ommend such a system. 

The New England School Development Council, 
after a nine year study, came out with just 
such a recommendation, a merit salary program 
that would put public school teachers into 
graded classifications somewhat similar to the 
categories of instructor, assistant professor, 
associate professor and professor, as used in 
our universities. 

They go further, and recommend a salary of 
$7,900 to $8,900 for a teacher who has accom- 
plished the equivilant of a professorship. This 
might, be something to make our Finance Commit-— 
tee members turn more than a few gray hairs, 
but it does recognize that ability should be 
acknowledged and compensated. 

The problem is not simple. 

We need, in Wilmington, the very best teachers 
that we can get.’ We cannot get such teachers 
without paying an adequate salary. Our School 
Committee has shown a certain awareness of this 
problem by having consistently a higher pay 
schedule for our teachers than has our adjoin- 
ing towns. We feel that, if possible, our

could be attracted to our town - but whether by 
a single salary schedule, or by a merit system 
we are not prepared to debate. 

Merit systems sound good, but there is adverse 
criticism too. A merit salary plan was tried, 
in Rochester New York, for several years, and 
found wanting. 

Somewhere, someone has to find an answer. The 
teaching profession is one of the most import- 
ant in the United States, and even in a small 
town such as Wilmington it is a problem that 
cannot be readily dismissed with a few flip 
phrases.

There has to be a limit. An entrance age has 
to be set. Everyone will recognize the validity 
of this argument. 

Our School Committee has ruled that a: child 
must be six years old before the first of Janu- 
ary. It is an arbitrary rule, that can be chan- 
ged if circumstances demand. It is one that has 
been set for convenience. 

Most children, experience has shown, are ready 
for school at that time. Some are not,and still 
others were ready a long time previously. 

There is no state law, hard and fast, which 
regulates the age of admission, but, there is 
an economic factor which does enter the picture 
and that is that the state does not reimburse 
the towns for students until they have reached 
the age of seven. A child who studies a whole 
year before reaching that age costs the town 
about twice as much as his classmate, because 
of this, and even if both go all the way 
through High School this money will still be 
lost to the town. 

Meanwhile there is a demand, every year, that 
the age limit be lowered, so much so that the 
School Committee is giving some thought to the 
idea‘of establishing a kindergarten. 

Can we afford it? We have our Evening (Prac- 
tical Arts) School. We have our Vocational Stu- 
dents. We have our school system, which takes a |} 
fair bite out of the tax dollar. 

If we have a kindergarten we must provide 
teachers. We must provide bus transportation. 
We must provide facilities. All of these will 
cost money, perhaps not as much as for the 
other students, but more when one considers the 
sense that there will be no state re-imburse- 
ment. We are not against publicly supported 
kindergartens, but we would like to have some

WIIMINGTON’S CIVIL DEFENSE 

The new Civil Defense concept 
of Massachusetts is one in 
which each town and city will 
have, in addition to other 
facilities, a means of radio 
communication within the town, 
and another means, part of the 
same system, of communicating 
with State Civil Defense Head- 
quarters, 

About 10% of the towns and 
cities have now been so eqip- 
ped, Last week Civil Defense 
Radio came to Wilmington. It 


was first tested on the Common’ 


on August 18th, in connection 
with the Horse Show of the 


ch was more of a demonstra- 

on for the public, was a 
huge success in the viewpoint 
of the public, but not in the 
eyes of the operators, 

On the 20th the operators had 
their own ‘first’ test - one 
in which they mounted their 
units in individual cars, and, 
tried them out from various 
parts of the town, It was 
‘more successful’, in that it 
showed up the ‘blind’ spots, 
or some of them, for radio 
communication in Wilmington, 
spots that will have to be 
further ‘investigated and stud- 
ied. 

ilmington’s new Civil De- 

se radio set-up consists of 
five units, packed in smal] 
mobile kits, Each unit will 
run from a six volt battery, 
or from a 110 wilt system such 
as is in the average house- 
hold, The units operate on the 
two meter band, which with @ 
good antenna will work con- 
sistently for a range of about 
fifty miles. Wilmington’s 
units have heard such places 
as Revere, Waltham, Quincy, 
Haverhill, and stations in 

Vermont, New Hampshire and 
Maine. 

The Civil Defense Radio Units 
are in the hands of experi- 
enced Amateurs, all of whom 
are licensed by the Federal 
Communication Commission (FCC). 
Most of these people are em- 
ployed in the electronics in- 
dustry and two of them have 
had a professional background 
as Radio Officers on board 
ship. 

The idea of course is to be 
sure of communications for the 
Wilmington Civil Defense Unit 
in the event of disaster - 
flood, fire, hurricane, or 
enemy action. 

The state system operates on 
the six meter band, so that 
there will be no interference 
between the ‘town systems and 
the ‘state’ system. The set 
at the local neadquarters in 
each town will be able to com- 
municate on either the two or 
six meter bands, so that it 
will be part of both systems. 
Heading the Radio Unit in 
Wilmington is Ted Daly (WITFJ) 
of Lake Street, an enthusiast 
in electronics, but strictly 
on his own time, Ted’ s home, 
on Lake Street, has an extra 
room which he had to build in 
self defense, after his wife 
objected to radio equipment in 
every room of the house in- 
cluding the dining room, Ted 
is a member of RACES, a word 
than means Radio Amateur Civil 
Emergency Service, a national 
network of amateurs controlled 
ty the Federal Government, and 
having apecial licenses. Ted’s 
powers are a little more broad 
than could be expected, for if 
an emergency should arise Ted 
could empower almost any per-

Gilbert Masse, Carter Lane,

ployee, working in the X-ray 
division. He has lived in Wil- 
mington for about five years, 
coming from Cambridge, and has 
been active in communicati as 
and operation for the past 
fifteen years, 1n marine, air- 
craft and mobile sets. During 
the war he was in Coast Guard 
communications. Like everyone 
else he too has a set at home, 
a fact that makes his wife 
cal] herself a radio widow. 
Bill Hooper, Strout Avenue 
(WIQEC) a semi-conductor Pro- 
duction Engineer for Syl vania, 
in North Woburn, is, like the 
others, a radio amateur, He 
began his radio career on Gal- 
lops Island, in Boston Harbor, 
where he studitd for a Mer- 
chant Marine Radio Operators 
license. He sailed afterwards 
on some of the ships of our 
huge Merchant Marine, on Lib- 
erty Shipsr 
Bill is a ‘cellar operator, 
aman who keeps his amateur 
radio station in the cellar. 
His wife is particularly fond 
of the idea. 

This is not Bill’s first ex- 
perience with the Civil De- 
fense Radio Communications, 
for he has had experience with 
the Winthrop and Wakefield 
units, for a total of about 
six and one half years,

The pol- 
icy is underwritten by the 
Union Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of Portland, Maine. 

The policy offered by Bedell 
was broader, in scope and cov- 
erage, than that of the other 
two bidders. It definitely 
covered the pupil while going 
to or fram school, to or from 
lunch, while participating in 
any schoo] activity either as 
a participant or spectator, 
and while going to and from 
such activities. It also of- 
fered protection to the pupil 
while attending religious ex- 
ercises, or going to or from 
such exercises, for 365 days a 
year. 

A special part of the policy 
covers footbal] players, which 
will be paid by the tom, at a 
cost of $400. 


Essex Aggie School 


The committee voted to send 
three Wilmington students to 
the Essex County Agricul tural 
School, at a cost of $635 per 
year (half of which will be re 
imbursed). The children were 
supported by their parents, 
and in at least one case the 
recommendation of the Guidance 
Director that the boy continue 
in Wilmington High School be- 
cause of his scholastic abi- 
lity was overruled by a parent. 

There is not enough money in 
the vocational Budget to cover 
this, the Superintendent told 
the committee. Only $1200 re- 
mains, a great part of which 
is committed. It will be nec- 
essary to get a transfer from 
the Pinance Committee, or from 
the town in Special Town Meet- 
ing. 

A fourth application was not 
approved, when the Superinten- 
dent refused to approve. The 
pupil wanted to study ‘Flori- 
sul ture’, which Collins said 
‘was not an essential subject’. 
‘can you imagine me defending 
such a proposal before the fi- 
nance Committee?’ he asked. 


Bus Transportation 


The McIntyre Bus Lines Will 
be asked to survey the area of 
Suncrest Avenue, to see if a 
bus can be tummed around there 
without having to be backed, 
so that young children can 
board their school bus at a 
point where there is no heavy 
traffic. A delegation of par- 
ents from the area made a re- 
quest to this effect at the 
meeting, and pointed out to 
the board that West Street, at 
the commer of Suncrest Avenue 
is a particularly dangerous 
place for children, because of 
the heavy traffic and blind 
curves. 


First Grade Child 


The daughter of a Wilmington 
family will be allowed to be 
entered in the first grade 
this year. even though she 


will not be six years old by 
December 31st. The girl will 
be six in February, and the 
School Board, in voting admit- 
tance, did so because the girl 
is extremely large, and also 
well advanced for her age. 
Testimony was given that it 4 
would be a hardship for the 
girl not to go to school. 

In voting this the board em- 
phasized that the Superinten- 
dent was not given any power 
to alter the December 31st 
rule, and that they reserved 
for themselves the right to 
exercise judgment in each in- 
dividual case. 

Teacher Drafted 


Donald Lescard, newly appoint 
ed teacher for the sixth grade } 
at the Wildwood School has re- 
ceived notice of induction in- 
to the armed forces as of Sept 
29th, Collins reported to the 
committee. The draft board re- 
fused a plea that to dreft 
would cause a hardship to the 


town. 
Girl's Coach 
The School Board approved a 
recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent that a Oach of Girls’ 
Sports be appodnted, from the 
school faculty, at a salary of 
$400 a year, and that an as- 
sistant be appointed at a $200 
salary, instead of two $300 
coaches as has been the prac- 
tice heretofore. The recom- 
mendation originated with the 
Director of Physical Education 
Lawrence Cushing. 
No one was named to either 
posi tion.
